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Mayor, Vaile Lock Horns Over Bids on Sewers 
Dixonites Petition for Sewers, Then Oppose Plans in Court

Bewildered 


by Actions 


Twenty one Dixonites living1 in 


the Chicago Ave., Fargo Ave., and 
Spruce St., areas, who previously 
petitioned the City Council for an 
eight inch sanitary sewer, have now 
filed written objections to the 
project! This Unusual action came 
to light Tuesday at a hearing on 
the petition in county court. 


In addition, these residents ver- 


bally objected through their at- 
torney Elwyn S. Wadsworth, in 
County Judge Grover W. Gehant'a 
court to the employment of C. K. 
Willett, as consulting engineer on 
the project. The objectors voiced 
the view that Willett was not the 
City Engineer. City Attorney Ger- 
ald Jonea pointed out that Willett 
functions as the City Engineer, 
not only for Dixon, but for several 
other Illinois cities and towns. 


The main objection, according 


to the written complaint filed by 
Atty. Wadsworth, is based on a 
technicality in the law. Wads- 
worth stated that C. K. Willett, 
described himself as a Consulting 
Engineer, rather than & public 
engineer. 


Council Disgusted 


The whole matter is somewhat 


bewildering 
and disgusting 
to 


members of the city council who 
expressed themselves in 'off the 
record'talks with a Telegraph re- 
porter. 


One member of the council 


pointed out that J70O has already 
been spent by the city in prepar- 
ing: the plans for the sewers. 


"We certainly have no objec- 


tions to taxpayers not wanting a 
•ewer. That is their business. But 
when they petition us for a sewer, 
then appear against their own 
petition, well, you figure that one 
out," a councilman said. 


Ten of the objectors signed the 


original petition requesting the 
sewer. 


At the Board of Local Improve- 


ments public consideration hear- 
ing several weeks ago, not a 
single objector appeared. They had 
been officially notified of the hear- 
ing. 


All of the objectors property 


owners now feel that the benefit 
to the properties they own in the 
proposed isewer area, is out of 
line in relation to the cost of the 
improvement. T o t a l estimated 
cost of the project is $26,562.69. 
The City Council is willing to 
make public and local improve- 
ments that the taxpayers request, 
but is reluctant to spend money 
on projects that property owners 
ask for and later object to.

If Britain's newly proposed re- 


quest were granted it would mean 
then that she would be getting 
about 40 per cent of American aid. 


It also would mean other Euro- 


pean countries would have to give 
up dollars to help Britain. Since 
the shares of all nations must be 
trimmed in line with the reduced 
American appropriation, it was 
considered 
unlikely 
that 
they 


would be willing to take such a 
sacrifice. 


The crisis arises because all de- 


cisions of the OEEC must be un- 
animous. If Britain should hold out 
for a bigger share in the face ot 
the greatly reduced number of dol- 
lars, she might wreck all hope of 
real cooperation.

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Bitter Fight 
Over Foreign 


Aid Proposal 


By DON WHTTEHEAD 


Washington, July 27— (AP)—A 


•hort-tempered, irritable senate 
waded deeper today into a bitter 
dispute over the $5,723,000,000 
foreign aid program. 


The strain of the long session 


was beginning to show in the 
debate which centered on money 
for the second year of the Euro- 
pean recovery program. 


Senators snapped at each other 


angrily late yesterday over an 
issue that few had though would 
cause a ripple. The major issues 
were yet to come. 
The senate voted $344,000 to 


keep a congressional "watchdog" 
committee checking on recovery 
spending. But not before majority 
leader Lucas stirred up a wordy 
scrap by trying—and failing—to 
have the funds cut to $200,000. 


On top of this Senator Ellendar 


(D-La) had his colleagues buzzing 
over his report that the Marshall 
plan is threatened with failure be- 
cause of a reported feeling that 
American policy in Europe is 
dominated by Great Britain. 


Sllender is just back from a 


trip to Italy, where he attended 
a world health congress. 


He told friends his trip con- 


vinced him Europe can't re- 
cover unless (1) Germany is 
pulled back to recovery; (2) 
Europe produces goods at 
prices the people can afford to 
pay; (S) and currencies are 
made convertible from one 
European country to another. 
Senate leaders had stubborn 


opposition in their fight to elimi- 
nate amendments tagged onto the 
foreign aid bill by the 
senate 


appropriations committee. 


Senator Lucas said he was con- 


fident they would be knocked out. 
But Chairman McKellar (D-Tenn) 
of the appropriations committee 
was just as positive the amend- 
ments will remain. 


They would: 
(1) Require the economic co- 


operation administration and the 
army to use up to about $2,000,- 
000,000 in aid funds to purchase 
surplus farm commidities. 
The 


money could be used for no other 
purpose. 


(2) Earmark 
$50,000,000 e of 


EGA funds for loans to Spain. 


(3) Cut 
$74,000,000 
off 
the 


ECA's authorization for the last 
quarter of the year ended July 1. 


(4) Require EGA Chief Paul 


Hoffman to try to halt the dis- 
mantling and destruction of cer- 
tain industrial plants in Germany. 


(5) Deny aid funds to nations 


which violate treaties with the 
United States. This one is aimed 
at France because of alleged dis- 
crimination 
against 
American 


businessmen in French Morocco,

A New Slant on Profit Tie1 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 


The CIO's most recent economic report, prepared by 


Robert R. Nathan, stresses again the view of many labor 
leaders that business profits are a sort of pie to be divided 
amone various claimants. 
Listening to these leaders, you get the idea they believe 


the pie reallv was stolen from somebody's kitchen window. 
And that only by handing most of it over to workers can 
management atone for its sins. 
Now no one with any honesty or sense of fair play will 


condone a management which tries to gouge the public 
through high prices and at the same time denies to workers 
their croper share of production. 
But it's time we got away from superficial, short-run 


definitions of profits. Peter F. Drucker, an economist, out- 
lines in Fortune Magazine, a broader view that is worth ex- 
amining as a novel contribution. 
Here's his notion of profits: 
. 


First of all. an economic enterprise, like any other insti- 


tution in society, must seek its own survival. It must do 
this not for itself alone, but for the society it serves. 


The enterprise's "economic performance" tells whether 


or not it wall survive. 


Cost, broadly defined, and increased productivity are 


the tests of economic performance. 


Profit, or "profitability" as Drucker prefers, is the 


measure of both cost and increased productivity. Thus it is 
the gauge of economic performance, of the ability of an en- 
terprise to stay alive and contribute to society. 


Drucker says cost includes the cost of doing busines, 


the future costs of staying in business (largely the risks 
of the unforeseen, a share of the future losses of unsuccess- 
ful enterprises, and a share of society's non-economic burden. 


This last includes the government and all the various so- 


cial services like hospitals, schools and churches. Obviously 
all these are supported by productive enterprises. 


The successful business must be capable of bearing this 


load plus the cost of the many failures. If the surviving en- 
terprises do not cover these costs, the economy will contract 
and society will suffer. So continues the Drucker argument. 


As for productivity, any increase adds to profitability of 


an enterprise. But it may take many forms—higher wages, 
lower prices, heavier payments to capital for expansion of 
output in this or other enterprises. 


In Drucker's view, the enterprise that does not cover 


costs as he defines them and at the same time boost pro- 
ductivity is a drag upon society. By his definition, any busi- 
ness must show profitability to survive. 


No economy, planned or otherwise, can escape the social 


risks an enterprise must face. Russia, no less than we, has 
its failures and its mistakes in the timing of new products. 
Indeed Russia may well find some of these risks greater than 
does free America. 


Drucker guesses that to offset such risks profits in the 


Soviet Union may actually be three to five times larger than 
in American industry. 


This is a refreshing approach when set beside the pat 


notion that a planned economy represents a noble "produc- 
tion for use" in -contrast to a free economy's "production 
for profit." The Drucker outlook makes considerable sense 
in a realm where fixed ideas have ruled too long.
